GERMAN EVENTS. 

Count Caprivi on tho Situation— The 
.Ai-my Bill— Loyalty of. the 
, Farmers. 

Relative Strenerth of Cliaucellor You 
. ■ Capriyi and the Agrar- 
ians. 

Bkiii.i.'^', Feb. IS. — Tho action of tho 
Army 15ill commi»teo on Thursday in re- 
jecting the two years service elauao has by 
no means finally settled the guestioa at ia- 
sne. The committee had on Biicoeasiye div- 
isions rejected Yon BenniDgsea'a comprom- 
ise proposalg, the motions of Herron RIchert 
and Bebel a1ul a new clause lat of tho bill, 
yet CliancoUor Von Cuprivi privately 
deolarea that tlio committee's notion v,'ill 
not prejudice the decision of tlie 
Reichstat;. Tho Government rcliea on 
tho foot that the two . yeara term iu 
so much approved by tho muss of the elec- 
tors that thoy will not permit tho Reicli- 
atag to reject tlie Opposition offer of a two 
years' term if made a permanent law. 
Chancellor Van (Caprivi cuntiuuea to give 
pledges to apply the law practically for two 
years, but lie insiata that the Government 
shall retain the option to apply it for tlie 
three years' limit. Active negotiationa aro 
going on between Cliuncellor Van Caprivi 
and the leaders of tho Centre party. 

It is reported that tlie Government offers 
to ro-admit the .Jesuits to Germany and to 
promote a Prussian school la^, making the 
religions inatruction of children coippalsory. 
The latter project ia simUsr t'o that which 
last year caused Count vSn Zedlitzo to re- 
sign tho office of Minister of tullic Instruc- 
tion and Worsliip. Dr. liosac, the success- 
or of Count Von Zpdlitzo, in announcing tlio 
revival of tlio incasuru in the Upper 
House of tlie Pru8.iian Diet said that 
children must bo tauglit a. positive creed, 
and that parents could not lie admitted to 
have complied with tho law when tlieir 
children were taught mere negations. TVie 
Centrist leader. Count von Bullesterm, lias 
started for Home, taking with him tlio 
party's congratulations to the Pope on his 
Episcopal jubilee. He ia aliio charged with 
a political mission — to ask tho aasistanoo of 
tho Popo in hcaliug the division in the cen- 
tre party on tho Army bill. In tho niean- 
timu tho popular agitation in favor of the 
Army bill is becoming acute throughout the 
empire. 

Professor Delbrueck tO-day presided at 
an enthusiastic meetiog in Berlin, attended 
by 1,500 representatives of Art, Scionco 
and Industry, at which resolutions were 
adopted demanding that tlio Reichstag 
effect an agreement with the Government 
on tho Army Bill. Similar resolutions have 
been adopted at meetings hfld in all tho 
chief industriul centres ot 'ic:muny. Tlio 
revolt of the Agrarian parly in the Reich- 
stag and Luniliag agai.TSt Ohancellor von 
Caprivi's eoniinercial ireatiea policy has 
been oratorically violent ; but so far with- 
out practical results. The maintonunco of 
the policy which ho initiated is necessary to 
the Chaiicellor's political e.viatence. 

Tho past week s developments diaoloao 
unexpected strength and eorneatness on tho 
part of the Agrarians. Tho debates in 
Parliament were a prelude to a great agri- 
cultural congress which opened to-day in 
'J'ivoli hall, Herliu. Keiuly four thousand 
delegates representing all parts of the em- 
pire were present on the opening of the 
Congress. The Mrindows of the main liall 
were thrown open in order that a dense 
mass of th.-i people outside might catch 
something of what was said by tlie speakers. 
V'ivacity and eager interest in the subjecta 
discussed cliaractcrii'.ed tlie vast audience. 
Herr Von .Sedlitz in his opening address re- 
ferred to the depression of agriculture and 
ended with a call for clieers for 
tho Kaiser and for the German Princes. 
The asaemblage further testiSed to 
its loyalty by resolving to telegrapli 
its greetings to the Kaiser. Then a reaolu- 
tion was carried by acchiination, which, 
while declaring that the farmers of tier- 
many were prepared to make any aacriticea 
that would lend to secure the military 
strength of the empire, affirmed that the 
commercial treaties concluded with foreign 
countries jeopardized the existence of agri- 
culture at home, and that the conaeding of 
further advantages to foreign imports would 
do intolerable injury to home industry and 
that the Reichstag was tiioreforc besought 
to retuso to accede to further reductions of 
customs duties while bearing l'n.-<,mind the 
expediency of fostering the exportation of 
German products. 

^Vhilo the agricultural itieeting was in 
progress, speculators on tho Jiourse were 
largely buying Russian bank notes on the 
strength of a report that a Commercial 
Treaty between Russia and Germany had 
been definitely concluded. Tho report 
turned out to be premaluro. In spito of 
tho Agrarian opposition. Chancellor Von 
Caprivi will not abandon tho Russian con- 
vention now on the verge of oonolusion. It 
ia a question, therefore, of the relative 
strength of the Chancellor and the Agrar- 
ians. In his ' speech yesterday the Chan- 
cellor showed a bon'sciousncas of greater 
danger from the land owners and farmera' 
party than from cliques in tho Reichstag. 

The social season cloat d with the Kaiser's 
court ball, for which 1,SOO invitations were 
sent out. Wliilu the Ciiunteaa SchouvaloiV, 
wife of the Russian ambusaador, was driv- 
ing to the ball she received a severe scalp 
wound from a carriage shaft penetrating 
the back of her vehicle. On ivrriving at 
tho palace slio was carried into the royal 
aparlinenta, wliere tho wound was dressed, 
and after a short appearanco in tho ball 
room, to reassure. the guests, she returned 
to the embassy. ' 

nie'd of BInrvntliin. 

London, Fob. 17. — Fanny Bohrena, wife 
of Conrad Behrens, a Geniuin opera singer, 
woU known in the United States, and who 
has two eons and three daughters in tho 
l)rofesaion, has just died in thia city of 
starvation. She was supposed to receive 
regular allowance from her husband, and 
children, but remittances failed to arrive 
for several months, and for weeks before her 
death she subsisted on a crust of dry broad 
daily.

The strike, it will be jrecalled, 
was against a proposition of the masters to 
reduce wages five per cent. .

London", Feb. IS. — The Liberals have 
gained n victory at Hexham, Northumber- 
land, where Mr. Mclunes, Liberal, was 
elected . over ; ifathMilel Gebrigo Clayton, 
Conservative. ''Mr. -'Molnides represented 
Hexham in the date , Parliament. In the 
general election he wb.8 opposed by Mr. 
Clayton, who ia the loader of the Conserva- 
tive party in Northumberland. Clayton 
was elected by a vote of -l.OD'J to -tjOlU for 
Mclniies. A ])etitioii was lodged against 
hh-, Clayton charging that corrupt prac- 
tices had been used in liis behalf. He was 
unseated and the Liberals have now re- 
gained tho constituency.

Settlers' Cattle From the United 
States to Be Quarantined For 
NinMy Bays. 

The Duty on Photogrraph MoahtS— Hon.

Orr.vwA, Feb. 18. —At to-dny's cabinet 
meeting it was decided to establish a quar- 
antine of ninety days upon settlers' cattle 
from the States. Thia action haa been taken 
foi« tho purpose of satisfying the Imperial 
authorities that every precaution has been 
taken to prevent pleuro-pnoumonia enter- 
ing Canada. This will seriously retard tho 
migratory movement from the Western 
States to ^Manitoba. 

The order-in-oounoil ajjpointing Robert 
Sedgewick, Deputy Minister of .Justice, a 
puisne Judge of tho Supreme court was 
passed to-day. Tho general opinion is that 
the Government's choice ia the very best. 

Hon. Mr. Costigan will introduce a reso- 
lution in tho HouBc of Commons in favor of 
granting Homo Rule for Ireland. 

An order has been issued that black oxide 
of copper and platinum for use in the manu- 
facture of chlorate bo placed on tho free 
list. The former will be free so long as it ia 
not manufactured in the Dominion. 

A new cuatoms decision statea that photo- 
graph mounts, bevelled, embossed, printed 
or plain, are dutiable at six cente per 
pound and twenty per cent, ad valorem.

London, Feb. 18.— The following address 
iias been issued by Justin McCarthy, Timo- 
thy Healy, and" other Irish Nationalis t 
leaders : . . ' 

"To our kinmea and to oil friends of 
Ireland in thi United Slates, Canada 
and Auslraliti : 
" We have reached tho most critical 
moment in the history of Ireland's long 
struggle for her riglita. The Premier 
of Kngland, tho leader of the Gov- 
ernment and of tho party ruling 
the British Empire, haa brought in a 
Homo Rule bill, which forma as a whole a 
broad, solid and enduring plan of national 
self-government for Ireland. Tho bill 
offers to the Irish people a Parliament prac- 
tically free to deal with all of Ireland's 
local aflttira, and an executive government 
rcaponaible to the Parliament, and in addi- 
tion tho Irish people have under the bill the 
right to share by delegation of SO 
members ' in the Government of tho 
Empire. In this, as la many other 
reapects, the settlement of lS!);i 
places Ireland on a higher notional plane 
than that of 1886; it increases her place in 
tho government, of the world and oiTers 
more solid guarautees of ■ the honorable ful- 
filment of i be great contract between her 
and tireat Britain. Tho representatives of 
Ireland have accepted without lietitatiou 
the constitution proposed in the hill, as a 
llttiug coubumination of the sacrifices and 
labors of the Irish race for so 
many centuries, Tliey believe that 
they could regard the enactment 
of the measure as a final and triumphant 
close to u. long bloody and sorrowful atrug- 
gle. The enemies of Ireland do not yet, 
however, acknowledge that tho end is close, 
although they know tlio bill is certain to 
pass the House of Commons by a good ma- 
jority, and that any measure which secures 
a majority in the popular chamber is al- 
ways ultimately enacted in the law. They 
invoke tho aasistanoo of the House of 
Lords in postponing a settlement. We can- 
not, therefore, disreg ard tho possibility of a 
long and dcEpcrate campaign to defeat Mr. 
Gladstone's noblo efforts and to wreck the 
Irish cause. 

Confronted by enemies, venomous sind 
unscrupulous and with boundless wealth, it 
is iinpoasiblo for ua to carry on even tho 
short rcmant of tho struggle without the 
assistance of the brelbron and friends in all 
parts of the world. It is only from people 
of our own blood, and from American^ and 
Australian sympathiscra v.'ith our principles, 
that wo have asked or accepted assistance. 
We mako an appeal to the same tried 
friends, more confidently on tho morrowof the 
day when by a vote unanimous and unchal- 
lenged, tho House of Commons haa stamped 
upon the foul and calumnious charge made 
by tho payniaatora of Piggott that tho in- 
dependent Iriah Nationalists had consented 
to become mercenaries of a British adminis- 
tration. In the strugglo of the lost - fonr- 
teen yeara almost the dominant factor Qext 
to tho courage and tenacity of our people at 
home haa been financial assistance from our 
kindred and friends beyond the seas. Our 
nation, reduced to poverty by long cen- 
turies of mismanagement before that aasist- 
anoo camo to her aid, had not a voice but that 
of enemies in the Uouso of Commons. Tlie 
tenants were represeuted by evicting land- 
lords, thoir aspirations for religious liberty 
were represented by inveterate bigots, anil 
tho never oxtinguialied demand for na- 
tional self-government by either Tories or 
place-hunting SVhigs. O'Connell's mighty 
movement for repeal broke down under tho 
strain of hia want of a proper Parliamentary 
representation of the demanda of Ireland. 
For a quarter of a century after his death 
tho constitutional movement slept the sleep 
of death, while Tories and Whiga in tho 
House of Commons found no remedy for a 
Biiiglc ono of the evils of their country, and 
acci'ptcil tlie rewards of their perfidy end 
treaaon in well-paid ofTicea. 

In ISSO America and Australia threw 
thtir gloves into the .struggle.

YonNOSTOWN, O., Feb. 18. — A sensation 
was caused in bnainoss, financial and manu- 
facturing circles to-day by the failure of 
Robert L. Walker, a prominent banker and 
capitalist, who made an assignment for tho 
benefit of bis creditors. The failure will b» 
widespread in its effects, involving Govern- 
or .McKinley, and the indications now are 
that every dollar of property owned by tho 
Governor will bo swept away. Ah near aa 
can bo eatimated, tho liabilities will reach 
$200,000. The failuro waa due to inveat- 
nienta in propertiea and entcrpriaea that 
had not been, aa yet, [productive. Tho 
Girard Stove Works, one enterprise in 
which Walker was a large stockholder, 
failed to-night. The liabilities are §."0,- 
(X)0 ; Bsaots unknown. From boyhood Gov- 
ernor McKinley and Walker liavo been the 
closest personal friends, and tlio Governor 
endorsed Walker's paper ftiquontly. The 
exact amount of his loss is not known, but 
it is supposed to bo largo. 

YoUNOSTOWN, Fob. IS. — Governor Mc- 
Kinley left here this morning for Columbus. 
Tho Walker failuro is growing as far as 
liabilities aro concerned. It is known that 
th(3 Governor ia interested in at least §150,- 
001) worth of notes given by Robert Walker. 
The Governor does not know how much tho 
notes will aggregate nor which ones have 
been paid. Tho Governor ia not 
worth more than 810,0110 or S.'iO.OOO, 
and the payment of these notes will 
leave him a financial wreck.

The lioard of Trustees of any of the 
city school districts may, by resolution, do 
laro that it is desirable that tuition fees 
should be paid in respect of pupils attend 
ing at any High School situate within its 
limits, so as to make such High Schoo 
more or less self-sustaining, whereupon it 
shall be the duty of such Board to settle the 
amount to be paid by parents and gnardians 
for each pupil attending the High School, 
and to fix the times oi payment, and, when 
necessary, to sue for and recover such 
amounts, and to receive and apply the same 
to the purposes specified in Sec. .3.3 of 
.this act; but in settling such amount th 
Board shall make provision by which pupils 
whose parents or guardians find it beyond 
their means to pay the tuition-fees imposed 
by the Board may have the advantages of 
the High School, either altogether without 
fees, or at some smaller fee within tho 
means of the pirent or guardian."

SO Mi:; COMPARISONS. 

It is (juiie common for tho advocates of 
onnexaHon, avowed and unavowed, when 
speaking of any Canadian drawbuck or in- 
"convenience to say : " If we were joined 
to the United States we would not have 
that to complain of." Mosii of these per- 
sons very likely believe what they say, but 
in nearly every case a little ini^uiry would 
show that thoy were entirely mistaken. 

Wo hear loud ami repeated lameutatioua 
about the exodus. It is said that tho young 
people are lettviDg Canada, and that in 
some parts of it population is nearly at a 
standstill. Well, in many parts of the 
United Slates tho very samo complaint in 
made. There are whole couutiea in the 
Now Kngland and other Eastern States 
that are almost depopulated. There are 
towns in Rhode Island that have actually 
decreased in population of late years. One, 
West Greenwiob, has not one-half the in- 
habitants it had one hundred years ago. 
There are abandoned farms in all porta of 
the State. The people who leave the farms 
do not go to a foreign country, but tho 
migration has precisely the same eflfect 
where it t&kes place as 'the exodus has in 
Canada. The stream of migration from the 
Eastern States to the West and from the 
rural districts to thb cities, is from all ac- 
counts niucli greater than the exodus is in 
the Dominion, and is almost as bitterly de- 
plored. 

Then we hear a good deal in Canada 
about the depreciation that has taken place 
in the price of farm lands. The very same 
' complaint, and with greater reason, is 
heard in many states of the Union. 
In some states farmn oven with build- 
ings on tliein cannot be sold at 
any price. Tliey are a drug in 
the market. The depreciation is not in the 
East alone, where so many farms uro 
abandoned by their owners; it is complained 
of in the Western prairie states, the fer- 
tility of wlioao soil was supposed a few 
years ago to be literally inexhaustible. 

lliscontouted Canadians speak in doleful 
terms of the extent to which farma are 
inorlguged. But this is ono of tho standing 
grievances of the United States farmers 
North, South, East and West. Indeed, so 
heavy is tho burden of mortgage indebtcd- 
nesa felt in some of what were not very 
long ago considored tho best and moat liope- 
ful states of tlie Union, that tlio farrnera 
have entered into a combination to find 
some way ,of getting rid of it or of 
making it easier to beor. The evils 
that mortgaging farms and chattels 
have brought on tlie farming comii. unity 
form llie burden of tho lamentation of ilio 
JercmialiH of the Farmers' AUiauco and the 
Populist ogitators. All sorts of scheuies 
have been devised to assist the farmers in 
bearing their load of debt and to onnblo 
them to got rid of it altogether. These 
complaints and tho recent widespread agi- 
tation are not without an adenualc! cmue. 
The farmers of the West ami ^^<,ul h-WuM 



are not tho kind of mun who cry out befuro 
they are hurt. 3'ho pain must be excessive, 
indeed, and well nigh intolerable, to ex- 
tort such groans from them as have been 

heard all over tho world. Nothing like 
them have been heard in Canada, nor has 
there been in this Dominion a movement at 
all corresponding to that started and kept 
up by tho Farmers' Alliance. 

Tho Canadian annexationist inveighs 
loudly against tho Nationol Policy, and ho 
declares that the only way to get rid 
of it is to join the United States. In taking 
this ground he is either very foolish and 
ignorant or exceedingly cunning and dis- 
honest. Ho knows, or ought to know, tliat 
tlio Americana have a National Policy much 
moro burdensome than that of the Dominion 
of Canada. So heavy are the protectionist 
taxes of the United States that a majority 
of the peopIe>have determined to pay them 
no longer. It was to pat down and to keep 
down the high and wholly unnecessary pro- 
tectionist taxes that tlie people of tliu Uni- 
ted States placed Mr. Cleveland in tho Pre- 
sident's ohair. There has been no revolt 
against the National Policy in Canada. On 
tho contrary, as often as it has been made 
an issue at the polls the people havo ex- 
pressed themselves satisfied with it, and 
havo decided that ib should be continued. 

But there are grievances in tlio United 
States which Canadians only know of by 
report. Law is respected in Canada. Tho 
mob there never usurps its place and under- 
takes to punish, without trial, men who are 
accused of committing crime. There are no 
lynohings in Canada. Neither are there 
Whitecaps or Ku-Klux or other illegal 
associations who constitute themselves tho 
conservators of the morals of tho people, and 
who punisli, and often in the moat barbarous 
manner, persons suspected of having coin 
mitted what they consider breaches of tho 
moral code. 

In Canada justice is purely and promptly 
administered. Rich men cannot buy judges 
and juries and suborcjinate oflioors of tho 
law, neither can combinations of riifiians 
terrorize them into doing what is unlawful 
and unjust. Men known to be guilty are 
not able 'to bind the hands of justice 
and at last escape the punishment 
they deserve. Canada has good cause 
to he proud of its courts of law, and its in- 
habitants have every reason to place full 
oonBdence in those who are entrusted with 
tlie administration of justice from the high- 
est to tho lowest, 

Are life and property as safe in tlio Uni- 
ted States as tlioy are in Canada, and can 
American citizens boast of the purity of 
their Courts of Justice and of the prompti- 
tude and tho certainty with which those who 
hove been guilty of oirences agoinst the law 
are punished ? If Canadian Annexationists 
would tell tho truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth when they compare 
Canada with the United Stales and expati- 
ate on the advantages and the disadvantages 
of both (countries, they would not make 
many converts. 

OOOPBRATION. 

There are people who believe that the 
solution of the great labor difficulty will bo 

found in co-operation — not in the co opcr- 
ation of Capital and Labor, but in tho oo 
operation of tho workinginen themselves 
with, of course, some assistance from cap- 
italists. Co-operation has been successful in 
the work of distribution. There are great 
co-operative concerns in England, France, 
Germany, tho United States and other coua 
trios, which havo been found to bo very use- 
ful but thay have been engaged chiefly in 
buying and selling what others have pro- 
duced. Tho co-operative associations 
sometimes manufacture for themsehes, bnt 
purely productive co-operative establish- 
ments havo only in a few instances boon sue 
cessful. Yet success is by no means impos 
siblo. On tho eastern aide of this coutinect 
tliere has been a primitive kind 
of cooperation which has lived 
long and has dona much good. The fishing 
industry of the Eastern Stites has been 
almost wholly co operative. The fishermen 
worked on the shares. The boat or vesse 
got its share, the cajitain his fjliaro and the 
hands their shares. If tlio voyage was 
successful they all did well, and if tho luck 
was bad they all felt its cfTeots. The 
crews of tho whaling ships worked on the 
samo "lay." The better tho vessel did tho 
moro fortunate was every bund in her from 
tho captain to the cook. The jilau worked 
well and has continued to thin day. In tho 
division of the catch, tho captain, who was 
required to have special qualifications and 
who had solo command, received more than 
a common fisherman. 

Mr. E. E Hale, writing about oo-opor 
ation in tho Cosmopolitan, attributes tho 
success of the co-operativo tisliing associ 
aticma to tho fact that each of them was 
under tho direction of one man who under- 
stood tho busineaa and whoso commands 
wore obeyed. The reason why other pro 
ducing aasooiations on the co-operative plan 
have not succeeded is, he boliovoa, because 
they were managed by a "caucus." There 
was no directing mind, no single central 
authority. Thoae who form tho caucus "do 
not," the author says, " know how to adjust 
iheiiiHciveH to tho conditions of tho market. 



Theydonotknowliowtoborrownioneyorhow 
to spend it ; they do not know how to place 
their goods ou the market." Tho captain 
of the aasooiation, if he were the right kind 
of man and fit for his place, would bo in a 
very dill'erent position. lu thu words 
of Mr. Halo, " He is able to persuade 
tho capitalist that he . con. use his 
money to advantage. Ho is oble tci take in 
hand the product of labor and place it 
where the margin of profit will bo largest. 
So far from pushing this man out of sight, 
we should ruali;;o that he is tho moat im- 
portant factor in the enterprise." 

According to this writer, co-operative 
associations for production must each havo a 
captain who must be invested with author- 
ity, and who must bo trusted. This is tho 
essential condition of success. It is because 
in the attempts that have hitherto been 
made to produce by co-operation there have 
been no captains thut they liave failed. 
Mr. Halo may bo right. But ho must see 
tha', the difficulty would be to get a man 
possessed of tho requisite qualifications. 
The prol);djility is that tho most popular 
member or tho moat ambitious member 
would be utterly unqualilied for the 
position. Ho ir.iglit be wanting in 
either skill or integrity, and would, 
therefore, be certain to wreck the concern 
before it was in operation many months. 
Tho one man power seems to be just as 
necessary to choose tho man fit to be tho 
captain of industry as it ia to manage the 
alTaira of tho aasooiation. Once the right 
man Mas scoured, there can bo no doubt 
that the ehanoea of success would be very 
greatly increased, for management by a de- 
bating club is not calculated to produce 
profitablo results. Tho subject of co-opera 
tion is a most interesting one to all who take 
an interest in the Labor question. 



NOT FORGOTTEN. 

Brittish Columbia was, wo see, not for 
gotten when the Supplementary Kiliniatea 
wero drawn up. Appropriations to tho 
amount of §82,700 were set down for this 
Province. Provision, wo are glad to find, 
has been made for the erection of buildings 
at the William Head Quarantine Station 
and for tho construction of a wharf there to 
deep water. It is to be hoped that tho 
work will be commenced ou them with 
as little delay as possible. A great deal of 
time has been lost already, and it is by 
no means unlikely that the buildings and 
wharf will be wanted before they are ready. 
Wo are glad to notice, too, that tho Govern- 
ment has been brought to see that it owes this 
Province something on account of the cx- 
ponso to which it was put last 
summer ou account of defective ijuaran- 
tine arrangements. Three thousand dollars 
is not a great deal, but it is better than 
nothing. 

Tho Times tries to make it appeor that 
Col. Prior thinks that the Coi.oNl.sT has 
been giving too much credit to the Provin- 
cial Premier for what has been done with 
respect to the quarantine station. It is 
more than likely that Col. Prior has been 
misrepreaentod or misunderstood by our 
contemporary's correspondent. Ho certainly 
had no reason to complain that Mr. Davie 
or anyone else was "boomed" in tho 
Colonist at his expense, and wo ore very 
sure that even if such :ivere the case ho has 
moro sense and more self-respect than to 
complain of it to an Opposition newspaper 
man.

in the East by tho Arabian physicians of 
the tenth century, their use gradually 
spreading into Europe, and continuing in 
England as late aa 171(1. The known 
kinds of in'cstinal concretion.'^ may bo 
roughly divided into si.x classes, viz. : 1. 
Balls composed of animal hairs. Ono of 
these, taken from an ox at Buenos Ayres 
and now in a London museum, measures 
forty inches in circumference ; and one 
frnni a peccary, ov.al in shajie, is six 
inches by finir in (iinnieter. 'J. 11. ills 
composed of veget ible hairs. Theae aro 
u.sually formed around a nucleus, such as 
a horse-nail, a plum-stone, or a i)iece of 
Hint. 3. Tiio true Oriental bezoars. 
Theso are found in the wild goat of Persia, 
.ire black and hard, oval in shape, with a 
smooth, shiny surface. Tliey conmat en- 
tirely of insoluble ellagic acid, derived 
from the food of the gout. Tavetnior has 
mentioned one of theso stones, weighing 
four ounces, that sold tor a price e(|ual to 
i<7uO ; and the presents of the Sliah of 
Persia to Napoleon included throe bezoars 
valued at nearly SIOOO. 4. Tho Occi- 
dental bezoiirs. These are from tho goat 
of Peru and I ndia, consist of rosin and 
bezoardic acid, and lack tho luster and 
value of tho Oriental stones. 5. Concro- 
tions of plujaphatea of magnesia and :\m- 
nionia, and earthy calculi, fl. Amheri;ri3. 
'I'hia ia found in tho S|)crniaecti whale, is 
very light, ash-colored, with black veins 
and spots, and is supposed to result from 
disease. The cocoanut of the Malay Pen- 
insula furnishes a vegetable bez >ar, a 
stonoy concretion that is worn by imtives 
as an amulot of groat value. 

Tilt; MicKOiiKS. — The air of mid-ocean 
seems to be free from microbes, hut tliey 
are found in greater or less al)und mco 
wherever any life exists, and are disiri- 
buted in air, water and soil. As many aa 
00,000,000 may be c<jntained in a single 
ounce of soil. Tlin harndess microbes 
are vastly more numerous than others, 
the deadly ones being encountered only 
at comparatively rare intervals. Wi iting 
of diii'erent kinds of microbes, Dr. 1). S. 
Lamb says that tliey v.ary nuich in .shape, 
and are clasailied accordingly. The romul 
or oval shapctl is called a cocoua. Anoth- 
er form, called a bacterium or bacillus, is 
the rod -shaped, the ends nioro or less 
rounded. If this is somewhat curved, it 
is often callod a vibrio. The chief dis- 
tinction between tho bucteriuni and ba- 
c'llus has been one of length, but the 
name bacterium ia now applieil to tboae 
which multiply only by diviHiou, while 
ihu namo bacillus ia given to those which 
have als(j the power of developing what 
are called spores. This wli' lo gmup is 
also called microbacteria and desmobac- 
teria. Another form is a .'ipiral roil, call- 
ed spu-illnm, or apirobaclerium. Slill 
aiu)t'her form is the buig thread or lila- 
nient, callod, when straii,dit, a leptothi'ix; 
when wavy, a spirocliaeta. The maimer 
of rejiroiliicing by division or tisaion has 
given to all of theso microbes — which 
form the group of chief interest and im- 
portance — tho name schizoinycetea. INlie- 
robes aro very small in size, varying from 
.."lODth to .oO.lJOOth of an inch in ;,'reateat 
length. They may travel long dislancea 
by wind or water, and ni.iy live a very 
long time. Their increase is favored by 
warmth, moisture, and tho preaoiice of 
organic matter. A bacterium may divide 
into two in an hour, and these become 
four in another hour — a rate of increase 
ich, if .sustained, would yiidd iie.irly 
17,000,000 iiidivitluals from one bacterium 
in 24 hours, and would fill tho great 
oceans in loss'than five days.

'I"he tree-toad 
and the yellow-spotted aalainandor also 
aro able to return partially to aquatic res- 
piration, and tho gills of tho siron are ro- 
icipiired after being ;d)S(n-bod to nioro 
atiiba. 

:V Ni:\v Hoi'ANV. — Our later science 
has gi'vi-n a new chemistry, a new aslron- 
oiiiy, and a now geology. I\Ir, Lester V. 
Ward urges the importance of a now 
botanjr.^ 'This should not only concern 
ibUdlf :with existing plants, but should 



seek to trace tho origin and dovolopment 
of vegetable life in past agos. A great 
number of fossil species, extending by 
successive stages through a long range of 
geological time, aro new known. Thus 
far theae have been studied only in the 
light of geology, and botanists having tho 
facilitiea of great universities at hand 
may now hope to (djtain from theso 
ancient forms something like a complete 
history of iilant dovelopment. " No 
grander theme," declares I\[r. Ward, 
"{)resonts itself to tho scientilic world." 

AirriFiciAi- Cami'HOR. — A prolitablo 
industry is oxpucted to result from a pro- 
cess of preparing cinnphor artilicially tliat 
has been devised by M. do Mare, a 
Prench chemist. Camphene is tirst dis-i 
tilled from verj' dry hydrochlorato of 
terebenlhino. This product is collected 
in a large globo and heated, when oxida- 
tion ia brought about by the introduction 
of a stream of ozoiii/.cd air. A cloud of 
camplior reaulta, and is deposited on the 
internal surface of the globe. 

A singular ))ractico has been found by 
Dr. Wibo in certain villages of llelgium. 
" Vaccination" is performed with a needle 
chargpd'by insertion into pustules found 
on pigeons in summer, these pustules be- 
ing supposed by the peasants to bo those 
of smallpox, but being really due to mos- 
(piito bites. The scars can hardly be dis- 
tinguiahed fioui tlioae of true vaeeinatiiui. 

Tho influence of sunlight upon bacteria 
has been studied by two (lerman experi- 
menters. Bacilli of typhus, cholera vi- 
brionos and various bacteria of j)utrofac- 
tion, were among tho subjects of tho in- 
vestigation, and water containing 100,000 
of theae organi.aiiia to the cubic inch 
proved to be entirely freed from them at 
the end of an hour's exposure to sunlight. 

Not less than forty-five prizes for scien- 
tilio work will bo awarded by tho I'aria 
Academy of Sciences at the close of the 
year, 'i'lio last aw.irda include that of 
the Leconte jirize, of 10,000, wdiich was 
given to M. Villemin for his demonstra- 
tion of tho Bi)ccilic nature and transmis- 
aibility of tuberculosia. 

Rubber velvet, a new iiiateiial, is made 
by sprinkling powdered felt over heated 
rubber cloth. The product is elastic, 
w.iter[irool, and very light, resembling 
felt cloth in appearance. 

In a man of oightj'-five who recently 
died in Paiis, the heart, liver and spleen 
were completely transposed, the first 
named organ being on the right side of 
tho cheat, and so on.

Donalil Ciimeroii, Banker-Tlie Guns at Get- 
tyeburK.

"Cameron's bank," as it was known to 
the commercial world, was a private 

institution, owned and managed by 
Donald Cameron, who appeared to bo 
about 50 years old when I entered hia 
ein])'oy, and who didn't look a day older 
10 years later when the tragedy of which 
I am about to write took place.

XHE OUN3 AX GBTTTSBURa, 

On the morning of the 3d of ,July a 
hundred th uaand men on tho held of 
Gettysburg knew that Leo wcmld attack 
that day. By lO o'clock in tho forenomi 
every ono knew where tho blow would 
fall. The topography of the field, the 
bloody-struggles on the wings, tho move 
ments of troops and batteries — there were 
a dozen signs to indicate what was com- 
ing. 

From daylight to 9 o'clock there was a 
a]Kil tor of musketry along the front as tho 
aiiarpshooters and skirmishers fired at 
long range. From 9 to JO the cavalry on 
tho wings had the fight all to themselves.

On the subject of wages, in reply to tho re- 
marks of oro member that tho Chmeao were 
tho worst paid of all races and 
doi-raded labor by tho lownesa of 
Ihoir wagca, Mr. Turner said that tlio 
wages paid in ^^lebec for some elaaaea of 
labor wero much lower than Chineeo wages 
hero. He inatancod a large clothing muuu- 
fucturer from Montreal who, aomo years 
since, made iniiuiries hero to ascertain if ho 
could make up ceitain lines in this Province. 
He found, to hia surprise, that Chinamen 
for such work wa/o getting twice as much 
aa was paid by him for tho same work m 
Quebec. 

Tho proposition made by somo mombors 
that thia clieap Quebec labor should bo im- 
ported to work in place of Chinese is ab- 
surd. If wbilo laborers aro imported from 
Quobeo they should be paid white men's 
wages, or they would, indeed, degrade thu 
regular wages hero for white men. 

It is evident that the Times sees the^ in- 
creasing popularity and strength of the Gov- 
ernment, and as it cannot suooessfully assail 
its meaaures, it is resolved to resort to guile 
and to twist the utterances of ministers into 
insults to Canadians. Why should this sec 
tionalism bo raised? Neither CanadianB 
nor Englishmen need be ashfttnad of their 
country, but they should at all times bo 
Britona. What tho 5ditor of the Times la 
Bcems to bo doubtful.

There were four dead Chinamen iii the 
Chinese hospital, throe of whom departed 
this life in peace, yesterday, and as to tho 
ciroumatancea under which the fourth 
passed away nothing is known. Sanitary 
Inspector Chipohftsa was at the Chinoso 
hospital yesterday morning at 9 o'clock, 
when ho found that two of tho patients 
were dead. A corpse bud been removed from 
a cabin on tho provioua day, and it too waa 
m tho wretched apartment. When Mr. 
Chipohaso returned at 11 o'clock he was 
horrified to find a oorjiae, fearfully emaci- 
ated, lying iu tho hallway. ^\ hero the 
body was brought from no ono seemed to 
know, but it hud evidently bi;on thrown in 
while tho caretaker of tho hospital waa at- 
tending to tho paralyzed man, who is tho 
only living occupant of the dead house. 
Tho appearance the place presented yester- 
day when visited by a Coi.oNisT reporter 
waa horrible in tho extreme. Lying 
on tho floor of tho filthy apart- 
ment was the body of tho 
unknown Celestial, with mouth wide open, 
toi" ro protruding, and eyes aglaro. Who- 
ever the poor wretch may have been, it is 
evident that ho died of want or neglect. 
Tho bonos almost pierced the skiu, from 
which the most olTonsivoodora were emitted. 
A jabbering set of Chinamen outaide_ wero 
disputing, evidently, as to tho burial ar- 
rangements, and two undortakera wero on 
hand to take charge of the body. Arrange- 
ments have been made by which the un- 
known one will be interred at the oxpouso 
of the Chineae Benevolent Society. 

In u corner of the room lay auothor dead 
body, covered up with a lot of repulsive 
looking rags, and from the horrid expres- 
flion of the face it would seem aa if the pour 
fellow died iu excruciating agony. This 
waa a man who had beoa removed to tho 
hospital tho previous day. 

Two other dead bodies lay on bonchoB 
similarly covered, while tho poor paralytic, 
crouched up on a piece of matting, 
groaned in hia torment of mind 
and body and shivered for tho 
want of auflicient bed clothing. The 
room was miserably cold, and no doubt tho 
knowledge of being in a dead house added 
to tho miseries of tho already raiacrablo

on one oeeasmn, three in one day. Chil 
dren and eld W( >-'nen were bis fav(n-iti 
foinl. .\mong liis vieliins v.-ere but six 
men. lie was impelled by a.sbeerliank- 
ering for human flesh, for he never 
ti>\iehed tlu' cattle. 

The villagers wore beginning to think 
the semirge was a demon inearnati', and 
it was impossible to organize tlieio for 
the pursuit.

Iu on adjoining room of this so-called 
hoapital — it ia nothing but a poor woodan 
aback, with tho inoat unpleaaaiit aud un- 
aatiaHctory surrouudinga— tho caretaker 
waa pjeparing hia mid-day meal when the 
reporter rialted tho place. If tho feast was 
ono partiole as unsaTory as tho smell, no 
one would envy him hia repast, but when 
the fumea of the kiioben mingled with 
those of the dead house, the effect waa 
simply intolerable. 

The Medical Health Ollioor and tho Sani- 
tary Officer were subsequently aeon on the 
aubjoot. They have received promises from 
tho more prominent mon in Chinatown that 
the hospital will bo mado more comfortable, 
and th It tho eiok will bo bettor attended 
to. It ia only within tlin piiBt couple of 
weeks that a caretaker has been appointed 
to look after the place, Up to that time 
poor patieuta wore placed thoro lo dio — ex- 
cept, perchance, shouUktheir friends looU 
after them, and tho Chinaman, aa a rule, 
cares but littlo for the sick. 

Dr. Duncan, who since his appointment 
aa .Medical Health Ollioor liua paid particu- 
lar attention to Chinatown, states that there 
is a great deal of respiratory disease among 
tho Chineae. During his visits there ho has 
Been much that looked like typhoid, but has 
not aa yet discovered a positive case. Living 
in Bqaalor and dirt, and experionoinR, aa 
hundreda of Chinamen aro, dire want, if not 
tho panga of hunger, Chinatown will bo 
carefully watched ao aa to prevent tho 
spread of disease throughout the city 
generally. 

The dead bodies were yesterday duly in- 
terred. Dr. Dnnoan strongly seconds 
Coroner Haaell's appeal for the establish- 
ment of a marine in the city.

ty of Pennsylvania, has been exju'ri- 
iiicntiiic- in oy.-,t cr cult are. lie believes 
that the eultivatiou of llie oyster iti not 
only feasible but that it will soon bu- 
eome a necessity. He has fornnilatod a 
plan wliieli I'onsists of a wire iiettiiif;' 
stretched horizon 1 al ly on piles a few 
inches below loW-wa!er marl;. On this, 
as a ftiinidalion, shells iire thickly 
slrcwii to serve as a foundation for the 
oyster. A few living oysters scattered 
lu'i'c and there over the bed wiU furnish 
the yoiiii;-;' oysters, which, in a sin^de 
Vcar. will ^nowtotwo inches or more 
in diameter. 'I'hey arc then siillieicutly 
hardy to be |ilaiilcd tuiywliere. llisiii- 
vi'stif,'atioiis have sliowii tliat tlie prin- 
cipal enemy of tbe young oyster is not 
an animal, but is merely muddy water.

Tlie Annual Lofjal Society's Ball a 
More Pronounced Success

ToRONto, Feb. 9.— This has been a bit- 

• terly cold winter, but, notwithatanding 
that, Toronto has been gay, oh, bo guy. 
Perhaps the aevoro weather has Imd eomo. 
thing to do v/ith iiiakiiip tho inside i)lena- 
nres more attractive, but it cannot have had 
all to do with it, for sliating and snow;shoe' 
ing and aleighing parties have been simply 
innnnierable. Not only have the rinka 
been patronized ua never before, but there 
has been auch a rcndezvoua on Toronto Hay 
as even the oldest inhabitant aaya surpasaeb 
all hia knowledge and underatanding. 
There has been plenty of anow hut it haa 
not intertered with the sport, and fortunate- 
ly there have been few acoidenta, in fact 
none very serious. 

" Better hito tluin never " is an old saw, 

■ and, pleadint,' it as au excuse, I am going to 
tell you brielly about two of tlio most bril- 
liant entertaiunienta Toronto has had for a 
long long time.

-dandy with an ocean of pink and white, 
another with large howa of pink ribbon on 
his slu)e3, and a tliird with facings of deli- 
cate pink on his coat. But the niain portion 
of the guests aeeined shy of departures. And 
who can wonder ? It takes even more nerve 
than some society butterflies have, to make 
an innovation. The decorations were 
charming. All lights were shaded and Boft- 
ened by mellow pink, and roses and sniilBx 
were there in profusion.

It 
haa not been decided how many canneries 
are to be operated this season, but probably 
the number wilt be the same as lost year, 
with no limit to ttie output. No price hta 
been set on the' fish, which will not be ar- 
ranged until after the election of ofScera 
and a consultation with the Fishermeu's 
Proteotive Union.

Bilmon cannerymcn, who have been in aca- 
SloQ for tho last two days, have eomo to a 
conclusion and arranged a combination aat- 
iaiaotory to all parties. Ike following 
packing companies have joined the combine : 
Eureka Packing Company, A. P. Good fc 
Co., F. M. Warren, D. Morgan, M. G. 
Meglcr & Co., Pillar Rook Packing Com- 
pany, F. J. McGowan & Sons, Aberdeen 
Packing Company, Columbia River Packing 
Company, .Samuel i'Jhnore, Astoria Packing 
Company, A. Booth Packing Company, 
Georgo & Barker, .1. 0. Hanlliorn & Co., 
Fishermen's l'acl;iug Company and W. it 
V. Cook. The North Shore Packing Com- 
pany ia the only one of importance not in 
the comhination, .Several of tho stock- 
holders reside iu tha ICast and will have to 
bo communicated wilh. Tho only cannery 
on the lower river unreproaented is that of 
William Hume, at K.iglo Clill', a packing 
houso for private buyera. 

Tho main objects of tho combination are 
to govern the soiling price of iiali and to 
prevent tho indiscriminate .'iale of liali uiuler 
flmtract to outside canneries and buyers.

MITCHELL AND CORBETT. 

The Fight May Nut Conie OIV-Tlie "Cliani- 
plon " Kot rreparcil to Allow tho 
Loser Anythini;, 

Nkw Voiuc, Feb. 18.— Charles Mitchell 
met Wm. A. Brady and Billy Delanoy, 
Corbett'a representatives, at the World 
olUco at i o'clock yesterday afternoon and 
covered Brady's deposit of $10,000.

Brady 
would not agree to this, and, ua un argu- 
ment, said thai the purao might be S7,"),0Ul), 
in which case Mitchell would receive f 15,- 
OGO for lighting Corhett, which was really 
§5,000 more than ho was betting on tho out- 
aide. Brady linally, on his own responai- 
bility, agreed to let the loser have §"_',."iUO 
instead of 51,000. Mitchell, however, would 
listen to no other arrangement than ho had 
stated as to a division of tho purse. Brady 
telegraphed Corhett to find out what further 
concessions he waa willing to make, and re- 
ceived a reply from himot St.Paul: "If I can't 
whip that windbag I don't want a cent. 
The winner must take all." 



NEWS FEOM ALASKA. 



Biff Fire at Metlakahtia— Forty Houses 
Cousumed by Flame— Supposed 
. lucendiarism. 

Two Indians Killed In a Drunken Eow 
—Arrest of Whiskey 
Smngre:iers. 

^Thb City of Topeka, from the North, 
brMight some very interesting news. Mr. 
A. b. Warner, of SeaUiS/ 0P9 of her pas- 
Mjligera, states that eomq bxcitcmeut was 
occasioned at Sitka recently by tho report 
that Indians ^tad killed a woman while 
diunk. United States District Attorney 
Johnson went down to Mary Island to in- 
vestigate, and found two white men had 
erected a shan ty ond we re s elling whiskey 
to the Indians. The rumor grew oat of a 
tight between two Indiana while drunk, 
both of whom were killed. Four of them 
came over from Fox Island, and on the re- 
turn the two in the middle of the boat went 
to slash each other, with the result that 
both died. The white men were arrested, 
and aro held for' smuggling to the April 
term of court. 

Both ohlMetlakahtlaandKew ^fetlakaht- 
la were visited, as already ]nililiahed,l)y » lire 
on the night of the 7th of i'"ebruary. In tho 
old town twenty-seven houses were con- 
sumed and in the new town thirty. There 
is something remarkable aliout tho Ores 
both occurring the same night. 'I'lio old 
mission church at Old Metlakahtla waa not 
consumed, but it ia probable that the other 
mission houses were. ,Mr. Warner waa not 
in possession of details of either lire, but oc- 
curring on the same nighc and at a long 
distance apart leads to the supposition that 
concerted incendiarism might mave some- 
thing to do with it. 

Mr. Warner says there is a general out- 
burst of opposition to the present chief 
executive of Alaska, Gox ernor Knapj). He 
ia tho most unpopular man he ever heard 
Tho people, Mr. Warner says, are anxiously 
waiting for tho incoming administration of 
President Cleveland, when it is hoped that 
he will accord them home rule. There are 
several prominent olBces in Alaska that 
m^h't be filled very acceptably by the resi- 
dents themselves, or some of thorn by resi- 
dents on Puget Sound. These are the dis- 
trict attorneyship, marsharw oliice, clerk of 
court, collector of porta, and others, not to 
mention tho chief oxocutivo chair and the 
United Statoa district judgeship. 

The citizens of Juneau have been the 
cause of eoine feeling in other parts of tlie 
Territory hy an ellbrt to have (Jovernor 
Swiiieford re appointed by Preaidont Cleve- 
land nH chief executive, A petition, it is 
saiil, has been sent around for aignaturea to 
that eUeot.

How They Were Forsaken by a Dog: 
and Ban Short of Supplies, Both 
Food and Drink. ' 



About the oilddle.of Jannary a party 
composed of a Viotorlan of •military and 

literary experience a general rancher, and 
an English gentleman of leisure, left the 
comfort of their respective homes and, in 
company with two canines, started on a 
hunting o.<cpeditiou to the uninhabited por- 
tion of tlie Island north of Comox. The 
military author, who had charge of the com- 
missariat, had laid in a supply of flour, 
sugar, matches, and something in three 
square black bottles put down upon tho list 
as "coal oil." They left Victoria by the 
E. & N. railway, and arrived without ad- 
venture at Nunaimo, from which they act 
sail in the conifortahlo steamer Joan. At 
this stage of tbe journoy their first trouble 
occurred, one of the dogs borrowed by tho 
military author from a friend evidently pre- 
ferring to choose his company, and pos- 
sibly scenting danger ahead, parted his 
cable during tho night, swam ashore 
anil made tracks for home. Tho balance of 
the party arrived duly at tho seat of war. 
Departure B-iy, wliere they had been in- 
formed they would liud a fairly eouifortalile 
hostelry. Their feelings therefore can 
better he imagined t han described when 
they found that tho only accomniodatiou 
consisted of a log hut with no window and 
with only a portion of the roof remaining, 
and not a living soul but themselves for 
many miles. Being " aportanieu " they 
made tho best of a bail bargain and prepared 
to make their new home habitable, and hy 
night were fairly comfortable. Their supper 
on tho lirst day was " lighi," but the mili- 
tary author having assured the party that 
he was a first class "cook" they lookeil 
forward to more sum|)tuoua board on the 
morrow, and with their boots for pillows 
paascd the brat night dreaming of the 
onslaught wdiich was to commence next day. 

During tho night snow fell heavily and 
the weather becoming intenaely cold, and 
having no dry wood, they were compelled to 
chop slivers off tho walls of their house to 
keep their fire in. The storm continued fur 
three days at the end of which time they all 
wished themselves at home, especially the 
dog. The military author proved a failure 
as a " chef " and his comrades wondered if 
his experience as a purchasing agent was 
acquired during hii military career. He 
endeavored to make baonooka ; he had never 
seen any but had read about them in tho 
history ot tho Northweat rebellion, and in 
appearance they turned out a success, but 
not having a ahurp axe among their outfit 
they were unable to cut them into sudioicnt- 
ly small pieces for uao. Their diet therefore 
consisted of hob water and eugar, with tho 
Ecjuaro bottlo accompaniment, until tho 
fourth day wdien their supplies wore ex- 
hausted and starvation stared them in tho 
face. 

The military author now became sudden- 
ly pious and acted as chaplain to the party. 
For another day they waited patiently for 
death, or a parsing steamer, with their 
cam^ras'^rimea ready to portray each other 
when their last 'gasp should come, and won- 
dering who would be left to tell the tale to 
their Borrowing friends at the capita!. The 
military author and the rancher, each with 
a frozen limb (wrapped ia a aock and glove 
respectively) gave fond messages to tho 
iMiglish sportsman to carry back in tho 
event of hia surviving. 

On the sixth day, doubtless in answer to 
their prayers, a aloop hove in sight, which 
they promptly hailed, and they were taken 
to a point \vhenco they could signal the 
steamer. The weather now heconung milder 
they were able to bring their guns to work 
and bagged over two hundred ducks and a 
number of geese in a wonderfully short time. 

It is probable that " three men in 
r. boat" were ever so happy as our 
friends v.'hen they hid adieu to that 
cabin by the sea. The trip to Dead- 
man's Island waa made tedious by con- 
trary winds, but wilh a change of diet and 
their frozen limbs thawed out their spirits 
rose. The military man before reacliing 
Victoria had to undergo tho unpleasant ex- 
perience of being taken in charge hy an olii- 
cer of the law on a charge of larceny, but 
having made a satisfactory explanation of 
his alleged misdoing, was released. When 
ho orrived at Victoria, by mistbko, he car- 
ried off oil the game. His " partners " were 
so happy at their escape from a dreadful 
death that they forgave him, but they have 
all declared they will never again take 
chances in such a wild and woolly country. 

POLITICIANS PACIFIED. 

The War In Kansas Over— The Troops and 
Deputy ISherliTs Dlsmtssed— Republi- 
cans Claim a Victory. 

Topeka, Feb. 18.— The state troops have 
been sent home ; the armed posse of deputy 
aherids disbanded ; the Rt publicans a'.id 
Populists have laid down their arms, and 
the war is over. The developments of yes- 
terday are regarded on all sides as a de- 
cisive victory for tho Bopuhlicana. They 
aeeure, by the terms of the eompromiae, un- 
disputed possession of the repreaentativo 
hall in the capitol, the main point for which 
they had been struggling, iiuil tho Pnpuliats 
Hecure tho hollow p.'i vi !. g" of meeting un- 
disturbed in aoiiits other place. 

'I'he final result of the struggle, however, 
will have no eli'ecton tho legislative muddle. 
The Pupuliata Buy their houso will go right 
ahead making laws, no matter what course; 
the others may pursue. The Senate will 
continue to recognize the Populists' house 
and the Governor will sign the bills passed 
by it. Should they be declared invalid by 
reason of having been passed by an - illegal 
house, then the Populists say the blame will 
rest upon tho courts. In cose such a thing 
comes to pass, State institutions, ooUegca, 
asylums, schools, etc., will doubtless have 
to close. 

When word was received in tho Kepuhli- 
can lioiiHe that (Jov. Leweling had with- 
drawn his troops great cheers went up. 
SpeaU(!r Douglaaa made an address, stating 
that the Ivepublicana had won a giuat vic- 
tory and would win anolher in the .Supreme 
court. (lev. . Leweling aaid to an 
Associiiled I'roaa reporter that tho 
Populidt parly had taken no back- 
ward step. 'I'he I'opuliat Houbc M'ould 
now proceed wdtlinut fear of molestation to 
the transaction of business, liloodshed had 
been avoideil, ami this he said was the 
crowning triumph of the Populist victory. 
The (lovernor added that he and the Senate 
would recogniz.o but ono House. If tho 
Supremo court declares the I'opuilst House 
unconstitutional, then tho rcaponaibility for 
tho acta of tho House would rest with it ; 
that tho Populists at all times denied tho 
right of the Supreme court to determine 



any question arising from tho organiznion 
of the Ilouao of Representatives. 

Brig. (Ion. Hettingor atated to- night that 
Col, Hughes wdll bo court-martialed for re- 
fusing 1^0 obey the instructions of the Gov- 
ernor to eject tho Republic luu. lb is not 
likely \that court-martial proceedings 
against 'other otlicers will bo instituted. 
The present trouble will no doubt be the 
death blow to the Kansas Kational Quard,! 
which has so long been the military pride 
of Kansas. 

The early events of the day! were nninter 
esting. Snow had fallen to the depth of a 
foot during tho night, making it very un- 
comfortable for tho aoldiera during the 
night. This morning tho guards around 
the capitol were increased, and all tho 
passes issued yesterday' , resoinded on tho 
ground that'the Bepublieane had broken 
faith by smuggling a lot of deputies into the 
hall, and the Governor took the ' matter of 
iaauiug passes into his own hands. The 
guards alao refused to permit baaketa of 
provisiona to bu taken into tho capitol. The 
Republican houso passed an order appoint- 
ing a committee to get provisions. When 
tho committee came to the guard line the 
soldiers presented bayonets, but they were 
thrust aside ami the committee passed in, 
followed by a long line of deputy sherill's. 
Lieut. Patley, in charge of the guards, 
pounced on a boy in the lino and began 
choking him, when ho was felled to the 
ground with a club. A shooting scrape wua 
narrowly averted as a result. (len. 
Lewelling also received telegrams during 
the day, tendering encouragement and 
assistance. Pittsburg oll'ereil 1,001) men, 
C^ofleyville a like number, and .Smith Center 
'200. .Senator I'elfer and John Bdvia tele- 
graphed from Washington City ;

TorilK.v, Feb. 18. — An attempt waa made 
by Populists early thia morning to tako 
forcible possession of the hall of representa- 
tives. When the Hepubiicaii Houso took 
recess yesterday afternoon until 10 o'clock 
this morning, they determined to leave the 
hall in charge of an armed force of assistant 
sergeauta-at-arms. The comiiromise by 
which peace was restored gave the Republi- 
can complete po.ssession of the hall. Js'ever- 
tbek'HS they determined to take no chances 
of being surjuised by any II ink movement 
and tlurty men were placed by tho 
sergcant-at arnis, armed with Winchea- 
ters and instructed that no one wag to bo 
allowed to enter during the night. 
The guards were distributed at the various 
entrances of the hall, and they atood guard 
with rifles over their shoulders. At 2 
o'clock thia morning, thirty men bearing 
paaaes from Attorney-General Art/, ap- 
peared at tho main entrance and demanded 
admission. It was denied them, they per- 
sisted and tho guards lowered their rifles. 
The attacking party retired, but they tried 
the other entrances to the hall, being met 
by an armed guard at each. After much 
threatening and blustering they finally took 
their ileparture. The attacking party waa 
composed of members of the Robinson 
lUfles of Lawrence. Their action had no 
sanction from the (iovernor, tho Populist 
Senate or the I'opuliat House. 
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CANADA'S GROWING TRADE. 

Some Instructive Figures Showing the AVon- 
(lerful Advance of the Past 
Ten Years, 

A correspondent of tbe Montreal Gazette 
presents an interesting statement, illus- 
trative of the increase of shipping at that, 
the chief port of the Dominion, and of tbe 
general import and export tra'dc of tho 
country, upon which the business of the 
commercial metropolia ia dependent. It is 
as follows : 

Taking a brief glance at tho trade returns 
of Montreal, wo find that tho exports in 
1892 were $45,000,000, six millions more 
tlun in 1891, and in that year they were 
seven millions more than in 1H90. The im- 
ports were a little less iu IS!)- than ISill. 
The occiin tonnage iu bSO'J was l,0:)(i,IH)l) 
and number of veasela 7.'15, against y,'iS,(j,')7 
tons and 725 vessels in 1891. The year 
KS<)2 is the first in the history of the port 
when the tonnage exceeded 1,000,000 and 
the exports were over $45,000,000. I may 
also mention that in 1801 the value of manu- 
factured gooda was $72,000,000. Thirty 
years ag') it was $5,000,000. The revenue 
of tho city in 1891 was $2,440,000. In 
1 >S two years after tho Hoard of Trade 
waa incorporated, it waa $!)S,;!00. These 
figures show tho rapid growth of ihe city of 
Montreal and of its trade.

Theso figures ahow what a gain tho coun- 
try haa made in ten years. The only oxporta 
showiiig n doorcase are tho agricultural 
pruduoiP, and it must bo remembered that 
in this roapect Canada never had such a 
year as 1882. In 1888 they were $20,800,- 
000, so that 1892 shows a great increase 
over ISSS, though not up to 1882. Of the 
total I , ports of 1892 of $113,900,000 the 
home iiroducta were $99,300,000, leoving 
§ 1 l,li()(),l)00 to represent the export of gooda 
noi the prodnco of Canada. It is also in- 
tercating to notice that in 1892 the exports 
of home produce to (ireal Britain were 
So-l, 000,000, against ,'j;i!),S0O,O0O in 1882, 
and the exports to the United States in 
lSi)2 were ;<:il,.'!00,OI)0, against ?l 1,(1(10,000 
ill ISS:i Looking at these figurcH, and 
seeing that wo have had two years of 
good harvest, groat increase in tho number 
of cheese factories and denianii for their pro- 
duct^, new markets fur our produce, nearly 
all our manufact urers making money, de- 
cidedly fewer failures this year than last, 
and a general improvement in trade report- 
ed by inerc;hants, we cannot but hope that 
the dawn of a new era of ]irosperity has at 
last appeared. The ten years aiiico ISS'J 
has heen years of liijuidation for the mer- 
cantile clauses, and inerclianta have learned 
the IcsnoiiH of doing all they can to ri'dnce 
long credits and of carefully acrutiuiziiig 
their accounta, but I think tho trade of the 
Uominion to-day is on a sound basis and is 
in a position to benefit by the general pros- 
perity of the whole country.

tions, never receives callers .and never 
goes out uulcsa sJio is closely attended. 
Tliero was at ono tiinoiiruiuor in Wash- 
ington that this lady was not the head 
wife of the minister; that that favored 
person had remained homo in China. A 
Chinese mandarin is allowed to have 
more than ono wife. Bnt it is tho first 
woman ho ina fries who is recognized in 
Chinese society. Tho others are sort of 
official wives. 

Iilme. Tsni, however, I found most in- 
teresting. It was through tho courtesy 
of tho lirst secretary that I was allowed 
to see her. Slid came down to tho par- 
lor attended by tho interpreter, two of 
the secretaries and tho ■wife of one of tho 
Becretarics, jNIme.Wang. Sho was arrayed 
in all her Mongolian splendor. Her petti- 
coat of white silk was hea\'ily embroid- 
ered with gold. A sort of tunic of black 
satin worn over this had also a heavy 
border of embroiderj'. Her sleeves were 
of white cMsa Bilk, very full and very 
fine. Her feet were in embroidered satin 
shoes that were certainly not moro than 
2i inches long, and tho stockings just 
visible above them seemed to be of solid 
gold thread. Her straight block haii' 
was worn brushed up from the forehead 
jind ornamented with many golden pins. 
This coilTnro was fearfull}- and wonder- 
fully made and must Iiavo cost some- 
body a deal of time and patienoo. 

Her hands wero verj- jiluinp and pret- 
ty. Upon tho lirst finger of each sho 
wore a mystical looking ring — ono of 
gold filagree, set with ;v hu'go catseyc, 
and the other a hugo blood rod .stona 
that re.senibkHl a carbuncle. I was told 
that this lady was considered a great 
beauty in China. Her eyes are black as 
sloes, and the comers of them have a de- 
cided do\\niward curve. Her mouth is 
red and fnll, and her complexion is a 
clear olive tint. Tho breadth of the face 
just below the eyes is not according to 
the European standard of beauty, but 
this, I am told, is what n^nder.s her such 
a very great beauty in China. She wore 
hugo ornaments in her ears, but they 
were held on by gold springs. Her ears 
were not pierced. 

Mme. Tsui does not speak one word of 
English, but she talked very readily to 
the interpreter. I asked her how she 
liked this country. Sho replied guard- 
edly: "It is very well. All countries 
are very well to those who live in them." 
I said: "Do you not think that the wom- 
en of America have much more freedom 
and independence than they have in your 
country? And do you not think that 
their conditi(Mi is jnuch better and hap- 
pierV" Tlio interpreter propounded my 
question in tho (juocr, choppy language 
of China. Tho wife of tho iiiinistor 
looked down at Ik.t plnnip h:ind;i and 
then at tho tijis of her little shoes. Then 
sho looked at tlui fiecrolavy's wife, who 
smiled; then, loolnng back to me, she 
made answer: "Your coimtry lias its 
customs, and my country has its cus- 
toms also. It is not for me to say which 
is best." 

Tho .secretary clapped his hands, or 
rather lio rubbed them together in a 
pleased way and laughed, as he said in 




mir., WANQ. 
Verygodd English., "Is .shi> not a true 
^diplomat?" Tho little -wnnian .'ieeined 
Titterly unconscious that she had made a 
clever remark'. I a.'^kod her if sho would 
';x\ot like to attend tho receptions in 
Washington and tho balls. I (hoiight 
sho looked a little wistful for a moment, 
but she answered readily enough: "It is 
not the custom of my country. We do 
not dimce, and I do not understandEng- 
ILsh, and I know nothing of American 
manners. I think it is better that I stay 
at homo." Then I asked her how sho 
passed her time. This seemed to intei> 
il.)ier. She1»oknptIie border of hei 



black satin tunic and held it toward me, 
speaking eagerly in Chiiiese.>, She seemed 
to forget for the mortient that I could 

not understand her. 

"Sho says," explained tho interpreter, 
"that she did this embroidery herself, 
and that she does a great deal of em- 
broidery. "Shemakes her baby's clothes." 
Then I aslced to sco tho baby, and after 
Bomo consult atiou it was brought down. 
It resembled nothing so much as a funny 
little brown doll. It squinted at im 
through its little slits of eyes and puck- 
ered its face into a grimace, which the 
fond mother called a smile. 

I saw tho ladies of the Chinese em- 
bassy a day later out for their walk. 
They wero veiled and closely attended. 
They went down to tho Central market, 
which seems to have a great attraction 
for them. The two younger women 
seemed quite .giddy. They gathered up 
a handful of potatoes from ono of the 
market .stalls and pelted each other willi 
them. 

Mme. Tatcno, wfo of tho Japanese 
minister, is a very different typo of a 
woman. Not only does slui attend all 
tho social affairs in Washington, but 
she enjoys them keenly. Sho joined her 
husband ;i year ago last winter, in the 
middle of tho season, and made quite a 
Bonsation. Not that thero was anything 
sensational about tho lady. It was be- 
cause thero was not that tho people 
were surprised. Sho has the eyes, and 
tho comph-'xion, and the shining Ijl.'ick 
hair of tho .Taiianeso women. Biit that 
is all. Her dresses all come from Paris, 
and thoy wero sent from that city to 
Mme. Tateno's home in Japan, and she 
wore tho same dainty creations of Worth 
and Felix long before sho over dreamed 
of coming to America. 

Mr. Tateno, too, was well acquainted 
with broadcloth evening suits while yet 
lie was governor of tho province of 
Osaka, and ho long ago discarded .lap- 
aneso headgear for tho Parisian silk hat. 
Mme. Tatcno eiieaks very good English. 
She rejilicd to my questions with some 
amusement. "Society is not a new 
thing to me," she said, "and the habits 
and customs as well as the clothes of 
England and America have been quite 
extensively adopteil in Japan. Wo area 
progressive people,"' sho said. "Since 
our young men have begun to look at tho 
world over high collars and getting en- 
gaged to Boston girls wo have lost much 
of our old world simplicity." 

Mme. Tateno's chief impression of this 
country is that it is big. Tho houses aro 
big, tho people aro big, and, more than 
all, she is impressed with tho bigness of 
tho railroad cars. She crossed the con- 
tinent from San Francisco in a Pullman 
sleeper, and her conversation proves that 
sho was very observant all the way. 
"Tho climate of .Tapan is not warm," sho 
said, "but almost tho same as that of 
Washington." 

The home of the Japanese legation is 
much more modem than that of tho 
Chinese. It is very tastefully and hand-

somely furnished. I imagine, as far as 
one may judge from outward a])])('ar- 
ances, that Mr. Tateno is very wealthy. 
The first secretary, Mr. Satio, is one of 
the most cultivated men in Washington. 
Ho is a thorough gentleman and learned 
scholar. 

Mmo. Yo, the little wife of tl-.o Coreaii 
charge d'affaires, is a tiny woman. She 
too, goes about a great deal. At home 
and on the street she dresses like an 
American, but at all affairs of state she 
appears in tlie costnino of her country, 
which consists of an odd littlo short 
waist and straiglit scant skirt, with a 
wide sash tied round her waist just un- 
der her arms. Upon her head sho wears 
a little round red cap with a button. 
She looks like a child and is said to be 
under 20 years of age. Sho, loo, speal 
English, but was very much discouraged 
about it when sho first began to study. 
She pronounces her words with great 
precision and vei*y slowly. Sho never 
admit^^ that sho fails to understand Eng- 
lish words. 

When anything is said to her that she 
does not comprehend, she invariably an- 
swers, "I — do — not — know." Sometime 
tho answer is apropos and sometinu' 
not. Shi! is quite averse to being writ- 
ten about anil has I'efusedall interviews 
Sho is im-lined to bo quite indignant 
when any one expresses a de.siro to writ 
about her. Sho is unable to understand 
why her private and personal .affair 
shindd interest tho world at largo. I 
asked her it she liked this rountry better 
than hi'r o\s-n. Slie answereii ^vith a 
shako of her head and an inicompromis- 
ing "No." And when I asked her why, 
sho said, "I— do — not," and when 1 
prcssi'd her with further (jneslions she 
puckered up h: r little reil mouth in ade- 
cisivo manner and said, "I — do — not." 
and I was unable to make her say any 
thing further.

18.— Princess Kaiulani 
has issued thu following address to tho 
American people : 

LoKsoN, Feb. 18. 

To the American People : 

Four years ago, at tho retiueat of Mr. 
Thurston, the Hawaiian cabinet ininiator, I 
was sent away to Kugland to be educated 
privalelv, and fitted for the po.silioii whioli 
by tho constitution of Hawaii I was to in- 
herit. For all theae years I have patiently, 
and in exile, striven to fit myself for my re- 
turn tliia year to my native country. I 
now am told that Mr. Thurstou is in Wash- 
ington asking you to take away my flag and 
my throne. No one tells me this even 
ofSoially. Have I done anything wrong, 
that this wrong should bo done to me and 
my people ? I urn coming to Wi^hingtou to 
plead for my throne, my nation and my 
flag. Will not tho groat American people 
hear me'; (Signed) Kaiui.ani. 

Washin-iiton, Feb. 18. — L. A. Thurstou, 
head of tlie apucial annexation commission 
of tho Provisional Govcrninout of Hawaii, 
called this morning upon I'aul Neumau, the 
deposed CJuoen'a envoy, but Mr. Nenman 
had left hia hotel, and tho two gontlemen, 
who aro peraonal friends, did not uuiet. 
Later, Thuratou and hia asaociate. Wilder, 
called upon tho heads of several executive 
departments iu tho city whom they had not 
heretofore met. W. A, Kenny, who ac- 
ooinpunied the commission in an unofHcial 
capacity, and acted as thoir legal adviser 
tlu'ough tho progress of negotiations with 
Secretary Foster, luis tniturned home to 
.Salt Lake City. Mr. Kenny ia a native of 
Hawaii. 

V7hile tho Aniiexatiou cominiasioners 
were paying tlieir respects to Secretary ICl- 
kiua, at tho War Department, their diplo- 
matic anlagonial, Paul Neumau, the ox- 
(Oueen's reiuosentativo, was in another part 
i)f tho bidUliiig CDiiBultiug Secretary ^Vhar- 
ton of tlio .State Department, with whom ho 
had a long talk. Secretary Wharton, 
could, of cour.«e, do notliing, and Mr. Nou- 
man expreaaed himself fully ualistied that 
hia only chance for sucoeasfidly represent- 
ing the claims of tho en-Queen lay 
through the median) of Congress. 
Prince David, who accompanied Mr. Neu- 
man, remained at his hotel during the 
morning. Tbe Prince was educated in tho 
United States, speaks EnclisK fluently, and 
haa travelled extensively, but never visited 
Washington before. He said the royal 
einisaaries would simply present lo the 
proper ofiSoials the papers now in possession 
of Mr. Neuman on Dehalf of the Queen, 
"Wcdo not intend 'to make a struggle 
against annexation," he said; " we are aim- 
ply carrying out the instructions of our 
(,)ueen. If the United States see fit to an- 
nej Hawaii wo shall inako no complaint.'' 
The I'rinco intends to remain at Washing- 
ton until after tho Presidential inaugura- 
tion, and it ia expected he will be lionized 
to some extent. 

HoNoi.ui.ir, Fob. 10. — Tho dcpoaed Queen 
Btill lives ([uietly at her residence here. She 
haa ateudfaatly refused to receive any uewa- 
paper reprcaontatives or expreaa any viewa 
upon the iiresent ailuation. Voatcrday she 
received the Associated I'roBa reprcseiilativo 
and ofTered tho following eoinnicnl : "It 
is not tho Americiina who are making this 
trouble, but those wdio havo recoive<l lanila 
and auBtenanco from Hawaiinua, v.lio are 
Ilawaiians partly thcniaelvea, but who aro 
now hanging between heaven and hell, and 
if they obtained their deserts would bo in 
the same condition that BeelKebub and hia 
followers wore." 

Relative to the charge that she still be- 
lieved in tho practice of Kahttnciam or 
fotifli worship, she said : "Such a charge 
ia a baao rtllection upon those who educated 
me in my youth, and is also a reQectiou 
upon those who, like the Queen of England, 
received me as a guest, and whose hou.><ea 
of worship I havo attended." She further 
declared tliat her attendance at the various 
churclics in Honolulu had always been 
favorably commented ujinn, and hor contri- 
biitinns had been given for tlio advance of 
tho Christian religion. 

During the period preceding the an- 
nouncement of an American protectorate it 
is now known that tho Aniei icun naval c;)m- 
niander, Capt. Wiltse, hesitated as to the 
extent of hia authority in raising tho Amor- 
loon fl»R, and that Minister Stevens assumed 
full responaibility. The cummatider of tho 
Hoatnn thereafter carried out all orders im- 
plicitly. In view of possible complications 
che Provisional Government has published 
the Act of February 3 for tho establiuhmcnt 
of the ofBoe of Vice-President with tho 
usual powerfl, vesting in him all the powers 
of the President in- the event of the death, 
resignation or disability of the latter. S. 
M. Damon was chosen Vice-President of 
!the Provisional Government on February 

The Provisional Government has ordered 
out of print tho royul coat of arms nf 
Hawaii, which formerly preceded all "by 
rtuthorily" notices, and by this act has 
stricken Hawaii from the list of recognized 
DutioiiH in that degree, na tho arms wore 
nationid and not necessarily nionarohiil. 
TJiis order haa been rcgariled aa a direct 
preparation for annoxaLion. Immediately 
Hiicceeding tho raising of tho Unitod .States 
fiag llio light of writ of halu at •■nipiis \vi\h 
reacored and martial law suspended. At 
the same time tho volunteer troops were 
disuiiasod. This waa at the auj^'geation ot 
tho American minister, and tin.' friction 
which had resulted by reason of martial law 
diBa])pearod. Apart from any diacusainn aa 
to t ho policy of annexation, it ia tho pre- 
vailing Henliment that tho action of tho Pro- 
visional Covcrnment in asking for protec- 
tion under tho American flag prevented tur- 
moil and bloodahed. 

An international 'iiicideut will follow tho 
arrest of Mr. V. .S. Kynncraly, of tho 
lalanil of I fawiui, a Kritish subject, which 
haa bei 11 oi ileruil by the Provisional Gov- 



ernment. When notice of tho formation 
of the Provisional Government hud boon 
forwarded to tho village of Kohala, on that 
Island, Kynueraly called ft maaa meeting, 
after which he visited tho court- 
house, tore down tho proclamation 
of the Provisional Government, and defied 
a deputy sberilT to arrest him. On tho 
matter being presented to the advisory 
council, orders were issued for his arrest on 
the charge of sedition, and a deputy mar- 
shal was sent to make the arrest. As Kyu- 
neraly is a prominent man and intimate 
friend of tho British commissioner resident, 
it ia expected that a oloah mayl follow with 
hia Government. 

Governor Cleghom, brother-in-law of 
tho Queen tnd father of Princesa 
Kaiulani, . had llttlle to say re- 
garding hia relations with the Queen, 
but said he had • been informed 
that a document bad been drawn up in 
which Liliuokalani agreed, if failing 
in her efforts to hiduce the tJnited States 
(loveinment to restore her to power, to 
accept Princesa Kaiulani as lier sue- 1 
ccSHor. Tho Gorernmont, ho said, luid 
sufficient power to ipiell any revolution liarl 
it not been for the landing of troops from 
tho United Slates ship iioatou undor_ in- 
atruclioi-.a from United Stat>=3 Minister 
Stevens. 

President Dole statca that matters are 
progressing satisfactorily with the now'ilov- 
ornment, and that there had been no excite- 
mentor demonstration of any kind. Ac- 
cording to hia view, .li'.ngUali buaiiieaa 
interojta of the idanda preferred Ih.-.t 
Kaiulani sliould rule, but they would not 
ohject to an American protectorate back of 
her. Tho American reaidcnta, of course, 
aio for annexation, while tho American Hag 
is raised over tho Government property. 

The J'rovisional Government is aiill liold- 
iug the reins of power and bus enacted some 
legislation in addition to the repealing of 
tho obno.\ious lottery bill. Tho advisory 
council of fifteen mombora is mcsting frp- 
([ucntly, but matters aro generally held in 
abeyance until tho commissioners at Wash- 
ington City can he heard froiti. 

Tho United States ship Mohican, with 
Rear Admiral Skerritt, commanding tho 
Pacific squadron, on board, hia arrived. Tho 
.Japanese training ship Kongo ia also in the 
harbor. The American warship Alliance 
is expected daily from Sanioii, increasing 
tho American squadron to threl vessels.

K.w YoRic, Feb. IS.— Charles .Mitchell 
has conceded all tho oonditiona demanded 
by Corbett, and a fight between tho two 
men ia now assured. The only point of dif- 
ference at tho meeting to-day between 
Krady and MitchoU which seemed to seri- 
oualy threaten tho prospects of a fight has 
been conceded by Mitchell, tho ques- 
of the division of tho stakes. 

two parties met this ovon- 
in tho oflioo of tho Dramatic 
Mitchell waa accompanied by 
"Squire" Abingdon, Daird, hia hacker; 
Abrahams, tho Knglish lawyer, and his 
secretary, Bailey. Urady and IJilly Delanoy 
represented Corbett. After a very little 
preliminary discussion, Mitchell announced 
that ho was willing to concede that the win- 
ner aliould havo all tho stakes. Mitchell 
went on to say that ho considered 
that ho was perfectly right in 
asking that a percentage of tho stakes 
should go to the loser, but aa Corbett seemed 
determined to win or lose he (Mitchell) 
would not let it stand in the way of amatcb 
being arranged. He intimated that he 
thought Corbett was obstinate only to maki; 
it appear that he (Mitchell) did not want to 
ficht. Superintendent Byrnes' action in 
declaring that he would arrest all concerned 
in making a match in New York 
was disousaed. In view of this 
it was decided, na a safeguard, not to 
sign articles at jircaent and to withdraw the 
money held by (!eorgo Dickenaon. Accord- 
ingly each man withdrew his f 1(),(KK1. An 
agreement was then drawn up that repro- 
sentativea of each party should moot on 
S.iturday, February "iu, at 9 p.m., on tho 
('anadian side of IsMagara Falls and there 
deposit the stakes and sign articles. 
.Mitchell and lirady allixed their signatures 
to the agreement. It was understood by 
all that tho arrangements as made on 
Friday iu reference to tho time of tho 
match (Deconilicr) and the ai/.o of tho ring 
{•2-i feet) should he considered as binding. 
There wan soino talk of increasing tho size 
of tho Ht ikea. .Mitchell aaid be waa per- 
fectly willing lo make' tho stakes ?'2o,00ll 
each if Corbet would bo agreo. 



Reconinipiulatioiis For Mercy — Sen- 
tences Will Bo Pronounced 
on Monday.

Nanaimo, Feb. 18. — Tho Bawnmore trial 
was concluded this evening, and the jury 
retired to consider tho verdict at G o'clock. 
The examination of witnossea took till 4 
o'clock this afternoon. Six witncaaes wore 
cutled for the defence. 

In opening tho cosfl for the prisoners, Mr. 
C Wilson aeverely criticised the Attorney- 
General's address of ycatcrday, which ho 
atigmatiz:d as being exceptionally savage, 
severe and vindictive. He ridiculed tho 
idea of tho case attracting attention in 
Great Britain, and urged the jury not to 
allow any conaiderations of outside 
inlluonce to weigh with them in 
judging the ovideneo. In eumiiiing up after 
tho cloae of tho c.iae fer the defence, Mr. 
Wilson again spoke at length. He main- 
tained that tho prosecution had failed to 
support tho charge of kidnapping against 
any of hia olienta. He submitted that the 
crow of tho Bawnmoro had left voluntarily; 
that thoro had been antecedent arrange- 
inents with the Union for taking them off, 
and that the manner of leaving tbe vessel 
was a cloak to disguise their true willing- 
neaa to leave. 

Tho Attorney-General' followed with a 
speech lasting over an hour. In aa exhaust- 
ive reply he reviewed the whole case. He 
complimented Mr. Wilson on hia able de- 
fence and said that whatever the result 
might bo no ono could deny that the priaonors 
had been defended with surpassing skill by 
Mr. Wilson. Every conceivable argument 
— sound or unsound — whether addressed to 
reaaiin or to prejudice, had been advanced 
in their behalf. Ho thought, however, that 
so far from his own opening address being 
savage ami vindictive the ajiirit of hia 
learned friend partook ot tlioeo characteris- 
tics. However, it was tho privilege of tho 
priaoners' council to attempt to draw a red 
iierring across the scent by directing atten- 
tion from the Crimea of their olienta 
to the aliortcomiiiga of the prosecu- 
tors ; and, in desperate caaes aa l^ho present 
Counsel invariably did this, tho nnixim 
being "Xo defence, abuse tho Attorney- 
(Joneral '." Ho distinuuinlied betwoen gen- 
uine and Bjuirious Unionism, disclaimed any 
deairo lo inihience the jury's minds by any 
reference to tho natioual aapect of tho case, 
and ttdvifeed them to consider the case on 
tho evidence alone. Ho then gave a retro- 
spect of the admitted facts of tho case, and 
claimed they were suliicient to convict, par- 
ticularly the preacnco of from thirty to fifty 
men which, oven if the jury diabeliovcd all 
tho evir'.r-Mce as to the display of revolvers, 
pulling the men out ot their bode, actual 
threats of violence, and the knocking down 
of the boatswain, was suilioient to 
convict tho prisonera, aa being an exhibition 
of force. This, of itself, under the statute 
cut away from the priaonecB any defence of 
non roBiatanoe on the part of the Bawnmore 
men. After summarizing the remainder of 
tho evidence, he oonoluded by combatting 
tho argument that the men would be better 
off earning §40 per month hero than £S lOs. 
iu Europe, tho cost of living being far higher 
here and the value of monoy lower. More- 
over, th^re they had constant employment, 
wliilat here they were half the time unem- 
ployed with hundreds of other unemployed 
men. The only cflect of the actions of the 
Union wiia to swell their ranks nnd create 
more competition amongst labor. 

Hia Lordship in eutnming up c;avo a brief 
expoaition of the l»w on kidnapping, which 
waa particularly calm and iniiiartial. He 
comiiliniented both counsel upon their able 
conduct of the case. 

I'lio jury returned to court at u <iuurter 
to nine. The foreman staled that they 
could not agree regarding tho guilt of tho 
jirisoners. Tlie judge aaid that they must 
tind a straight verdict. At half past nine 
after an absence of throe hours and a half, 
tho jury again returned bringing in a 
diet of guilty against MoNally, Poltino, 
Massey, and Robinson; they acquitted Han 
son. The verdict was coupled with a 
strong plea for mercy, especially in the 
cases of Mossey and Foltine. The judge 
accquieaeed in the verdict, especially re- 
garding Hansen. He said be would take 
into consideration the pleas for mercy and 
remember the jury's wishes regarding 
Muaacy and Polline. His Lordah!^ said he
